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This little work ie proposed to bear a sort of Appendix to the one 
already issued, entitled, " The Balance of Physics," by giving some 
more particular and extended proofs of points therein initiated, than 
the Bcope of that book would &t the time well allow, with additional 

All the reader will require is an unprejudiced mind, ao ns to give 
it, at least, a fair consideration ; as the mode adopted has been, by 
necessity for the object, one of the most simple character in 
demonstration. Tliat is, by the full use of common decimal types. 

Layers of matter, and crystallography in its changes, could not be 
followed by the Mathematician, exeept as they are presented in the 
ehanges by the divinely initiated responsibilities of the decimal 
integers direct. 

I do not enter on this work as thowgh the older one did not supply 
proofs, but to show to intelligent tnith-aeekers further beauties 
respecting natural law, by unquestionable Bvideiice, 

Objectors have appeared as would-be critics of my earlier works, 
but in the usual style of men who do not care to give any true spirit 
of investigation to the subject ; hence, not one of my scientific 
positions or claims to new discovery has been impugned. The whole 
of their efforts have ended in some criticism of the style of a sentence, 
or a general sneer, — evidencing more of the dislikeby prejudice at find- 
ing the proofs for the Bible's truth on science being perfectly present- 
able, when fairly, and by the aid of scientific care examined, than 
any thing like the true spirit of gentlemanly thought and fairness. 

For the value, real, in any of it they have my thanks ; for the 
bitterness of prejudice, by those who thought their favourite 
" Evolution " would get rid of Jehovah's demand on design for all 
new species, and was unassailable, — 1 was quite prepared ; I expected 
that from my long studied knowledge of mankind. 

To trace God, as tlie One Beneficent, never did suit that class of 
heart. Nor ever will, except by true new birth, before Man can 
delight to see His Truth in Revelation, with the demand on His

omnipotence to bring into existence tliis creation we are a part of, 
and, 80, to feel His glory. 

The Bible itseK having been criticised and cavilled at, — as the first 
two chapters were, by tbose who could not see the demand on true 
wisdom for placing Man and Woman the last in the first chapter, 
because that part initiated them, as, together, the progenitors of the 
niling race over all, and, hence, in the next sentences, to receive that 
nnited dominion to go forth and multiply and sizbdue the earth, and 
all to their use — nnd, yet, to place the Man before the domestic 
animals and fniits with Eve, as the one on whom the chief and final 
moral responsibility was to rest, that by one Man's righteous atone- 
ment for sin, on their weakness to temptation, might come in, and 
open a way for oven a higher estate finally, — left me to the honour of 
being treated alike, without much chagrin. 

That the enemies of tmth should set themselves at work to under- 
mine to the public — on passages of some difficulty to those who did 
not understand the associated points in evidence consisting, and would 
not seek them — the whole value of any work, is a common mode of 
falsa critics by prejudice. 

Tel^ through all the history of time, the processes of further 
investigation, — cither by a truer translation, an nnknoini and lost 
custom refound, or other cause, — have ever been proving the shallow- 
ness of those who fancy themselves so wise that they set at work to 
nndermine the credit of facts of clearest import, at last, Even the 
value of Christianity itself, notwithstanding all it has done for islands 
not long since inhabited by cannibals, is often disputed by virulent 
enemies. 

Hence, I have no expectation — while proving hy the clearest 
evidence the Scripture scene was perfectly cowect in its delivery — that 
I ahall get more fairness of dealing from disappointed opponents of 
their prey, in what I have done both on the grammar of Scripture and 
its science to prove it is the I'ure and the Perfect Revelation of God 
the Maker. For even, who but He could ever suggest the idea of 
giving the history of its creation — but Ho who did the work. 

The fact that we have such a thing even in the feeblest attainment 
of its consistency with facts in natural law proves who indited the 
first two chapters of Genesis. What then, wheu, by its instructions, 
long sought points in astral and mundane science are secured iirst, and 
for ever as sure T 
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THE IRRATIONALITY OF <« CONSIDERED. 

Thb following paper to this Introduction proposes to place this point 
on Euclidean teat ; for, although I have already presented the mode- 
of finding the square of the circle — or w (the algebraic sign adopted 
for it), yet, this point is one of ao fine a character with the scholi- 
asts, and has had such strong, apparent authority for heliering it 
unattainable, even to very niodorn days, that I find in a paper of 
the annual report of the British Association for 1871, three especially 
well known mathematicians are presented Eis holding that : " The 
expregsion of the ratio of C!te drcumference to ths diameter in the form 
of a vulgar fraction, with boUt tlte numerator and denominator Jlmte 
quantities, was shoicn to be impossible," — and even now many may 
be influenced by so high an authority. Even that paper holds six 
pages of algebraic operation. The cause of tliat mistaken idea I have 
shown must exist so long as the centre of gravity of the decimal 
numbers was placed for reactions between 5 and 10, of mere numeral 
values, instead of in 7 by 1, 2, 3. 4, 5, 6, IJ added, equal to 22J°, 
and 5j, 8, 9 = 22J also, together, the whole in 45°. For all tables of 
numbers ate virtually passing over a solid centre from 1" to 45° or the 
eemidiameter of a pure sphere to return back over the central control- 
ing figure in the true rights of mass to mass ; and, like another wheel, 
while free to throw off on the flanges fractions ad infinitum, must 
have at each turn a definite solid axis, But if w he irrational, then 
ail nature stands on the chaos, resultant ; and even pure geometrical 
proportions must fail to exist, while Kepler's third law, as of facta, 
stands on sheer miracle. 
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PROOF OF THE RATIONALITY OF a. BY THE THEOREM 
OF THE TWELITH BOOK OF EUCLID, PROP. 2. 

" Prop. Circlet are to one anotlier us tJie tqiiareg of their diameter*." 

This Theorem ia, admittedly, demonatrated in the book, hence 
I need not repeat it. We have only to seek necessary results. 

Imprimia. Corrollary direct. If circles are absolutely propor- 
tional to eacli other on the squares of tbeir diameters, then it follows 
that the exactitude ia returned, bo that we have — Diameters are to one 
another as l/te squares ofthnr circles. 

Clearly then, if the circle ia irralimial, or of a quantity unattainable 
to any scale for finding the numerator to the denominator by a 
certain fraction in the one, it must be equally tnie of the other, and 
chaos, universal, is entered at once over every straight line. 

The question is not, as yet, whether the true ratio is, or is not 
found ; but. Is it rational to seek it 1 

Also, it follows, that AB the diameter, as a straji^ht line found for 
one circle, to DC, another, is not rational. The imperfect or 
absolutely indefinite ratio of the one body cannot give a certain 
Bound to the value in the other. Yet no geometer so holds it. 
Now, our decimal figures by 123456789 to 987654321, by 0, to each 
in claim, as a new generative to hold space at each reaction by exten- 
sions of fi^^ures, typical of matter, carry, for the arcs six of the circles 
that are equally divided by six of the lever in straight lines, a rise 
and fall over 60° for the angle at the centre ; as well as for the

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A POINT EXPLANATORY RESPECTING MV PREVIOUS

Althocgh all through the "Balance of PLyaics" I had worked with 
measures as under the mass value, or of " weight to measure, yet a 
relative has claimed of me a fuller explanation of a point thereby ;

He says of the Earth : " Under 
the equator, a pcndidam of a certain form and length, makes 86,400 
vibrations in a mean solar day, hut when transported to I/mdou the 
same pendulum makes 86,535, or as 1 to 1'00315 ; or, in other words, 
that a mass of matter at the equator, weighing 10,000 pounds, exerts 
the same pressure on the ground as 10,031J of the same pounds 
transported to London would exert there. If the gravity of a body at 
the equator be 1, at the poles it will be 1,00569, or about ^jt P^'''" 
heavier — that is, a body weighing 194 pounds at the equator would 
weigh 195 pounds at the north pole ; so that the weight of bodies is 
increased as we advance from the equator to the poles, owing to the

The reader will obaerre that the reanlte are all put down to the 
acemmi of natural attraction, an'I under the old error of nearness in » 
aam instead of maw to maiM alone for gravitation to mle. But the 
dilleience in the centrifngal power at the poles to that at the equator 
i* mentioned, aithrnigfa left to tbe same cauM alone. All relation to

In conclusion Grant says, "The experiments with the pendu- 
lum generally agree in assigning to the earth an ellipticity some- 
what greater than that derived from the comparison of arcs of the 
meridian." 

Here, ellipticity clearly rests on make by a solid ellipsoid. Now, 
the natural cause for that form, " if we are to accept law in all its 
attributes for a title to universality," and so current through all 
masses as well as over surfaces, must primarily depend on the centre 
of weight to the earliest state; or in all nuclei subject, then, to 
development according to different degrees of other powers, not of 
that alone, as, otherwise, forms, although one might be larger than 
another, must take the same shape. The leading opponent to straight 
attraction, however, must be one guiding all others at a curve, — 
magnetical attraction. 

Professor Dick also gives us this in analogy. "About the lat of 
January when the sun is nearer the earth, the apparent diameter ia 
32' 35", and the 1st of July, when he is lartliest distant, it is only 
31', 31"." The difference is almost equal to 60° or one minute ; and 
so, here again, the degree of difference by the whole of the forces at 
work ia on a multiple, — as under a composition of the current forces 
entire over a unit of light or 1' by first action entire. Nor ia it very 
easy to get it exactly by reason of the difference in the san'a photo- 
sphere, so as to say it is not exactly of 60",* — the fii'st multiple of a 
second rectifier.

into one flame. For it is a known fact by scholastic oxpcrimentfi, 
that solar heat at a sufficient focus will melt all the earth's various 
substances ; and, hence, at a sufficient increase in the reduced relief of

Nor could the velocities of the earth's body at different periods 
daring her revolution be accounted for except on uduiisaion of all the 
conjunct reaonrcea initiated in the Ist of Genesis, for her assistance by 
astronomical causes. 

Grant alsio says, p^e 161, from the report of Poisson, "He has 
shown that the disturbing forces of the sun and moon cannot produce, 
in the variables which determine the relative position of the earth's 
axis, any secular inequalities wliich might ultimately become sensible. 
He also found that the velocity of rotation could not be sensibly 
affected by the same causes, whence it follows that the length of a 
sidereal day is not subject to any variation depending on the action 
of the sun and moon." The fact is, they cause its accuracy ! Again, 
farther on he says; "Whence it follows that during the lapse of 
2500 years the length of the sidereal day has not altered by so much 
as the ten-millionth part." 

Now, if oil the natural forces are not to be cut off from connection 
with the earth by the son and moon, and in fact, all the stars, all 
these statements of facts found by the moat careful savants, astronomic, 
simply corroborate those of the repeats in the fourth day of Genesis, 
that all other globes were so " made " as to the working elements of 
their bodies, and also were ao set to adaptation by all their powers in 
natural ether, that they only assisted in preserving the steadiness of the 
earth's first motion,— that of rotation, or of day to night, and so that 
by the eclipses seen during 2500 years, and then recorded, the days 
to a year are, also, the same. For otherwise the eclipses must be 
incalculable for a data on the point.

THE LESSON OF THE TIDAL WAVK 
No method of securing evidence respecting the association of globes, 
in their connections of mutual supply and support is complete, in a 
higher degree than by this phenomenon. It is simply an experimental 
operation by globe on globe ; and hence, many years since, I gave this 
point some consideration in a lecture printed after local delivery in Mr. 
Pitman's "Lecturer,"*

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By the moon, the lesson was so far learnt under this phcnonienoii, 

that one law at least, i.e., gravitational attraction, is seen comnion to 

the upper heavens, as well as below. But there the earlier investigators 

stuck, and (lid not see the equally clear evidence it presents, that all 

I tlie common properties of Natural Physics are, also, bo connected iu 

]iroof thereby. 
I First of all, what we have to examine is, whether the lunar body 

I could, unassisted by other properties, raise a tide by her attraction 

under the known true expression thereof: ''Hvery mass of matter 
atlracts everj/ other mass according to its mass." The whole question 
as to this power rests here. Are the students ready to throw up this 
on proportions between the earth and the moon to suigly etfect it after 
alU 

For evidence on this fimction, let the student draw a circle of some 
size; and through it the diameter; which last extend by any line 
through her, to a sufficient distance, so that, without liabUity to touch 
each other, a second circle, half the size of the first, has its diameter 
by the same line drawn, no matter how far off or near at haniL 

This line is, then, that of full attraction by mass to mass for two 
relative spheres. Now the moon, ao far is her mass from having snch 
a proportion of attractive power, is immensely less than by half the 
diameter for her mass by all admission ; hut we test the point on this 
higher supposition of the hmar size first of alL Our first point is. 
What is the result on the ocean waters of the earth's whole mass, ever 
active on her surface atoms by attraction, as every floating globule of 
the surface is so affected by every atom below 1 

It is to subdue toward a perfect calm of rest that surface, let the 
cause of disturbance be of wind, hail, earthquake, or the moon, &c. 
&c. No sooner has the moon passed, but the earth so operates. If 
tliis be not allowed, the whole expression of gmvitation has to be given 
up. Then, whence the calm 1 Now, if we give to our first ideal circle 
140 for the diameter, the mass value of the sphere, thereby, is propor- 
tional to 2744000 for gravitational resistance to any motion of a single 
drop of the ocean, by 70' m 343000 for the power in this minor mass 
to move an atom ; and the last, used as divisor, gives the former 8 for 
the absolute superiority for safe, utter rest. Is disturbance, here, at all 
possible even without getting the real proportions when the impossi- 
bility is greater, as we will see ? 

Now, we do not disallow the law of gravitational attraction any- 
where, but it is clearly here weak to act by the moon to raise any tide 
at all, witliout other aid to reduce the force of the earth's resistauce. 
"Whence comes it T 
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Tliis leaves the point on our hamla to actoimt for, if possible, by the 
intromiaaion of other properties in Physics. 

First of all, on practical erideute, lias any philosopher any idea that 
the lunar attraction can move, in the least, any liglit soliil, such as a 
snowflake or volcanic dust, both of which are lighter than water for 
removal 1 No. Hence, the phenomenon of the tidal wave has to 
be accounted for first of all by the necessity existing, that it should be 
of a fluid in a joint elasticity of union in all its parts, and so to respond 
to the lunar passage by attraction mutual, to shew earth's pulsating 
bosom ; and the same result in a degree takes place at the conjunction 
or diverse line of the sun or other globe, but on the same demand. 
Then, comes in the claim to account for the fluid state of the ocean, 
per contra to the degree of her mass always tending to solidity in such 
an absolute degree, that the upper attractions do not directly affect 
them for motion at all. 

Here observation again supplies our tests. Exactly as the earth 
over the sun moves on the elliptical variations, due to her ecliptic 
angle, on which her lean over the sun depends by the North to the 
Southern Pole (and her ellipse in the circle of her period declare at 
unity), so the ocean becomes fluid; and, hence, responsive to the 
small attraction of the Lunar orb, notwithstanding,' the outer pressure 
of the air and the ethereal medium ruling all globes, which must help, 
as far as mere gravitation alone can allow the tide, to keep all at rest, 
densely. So, we find that the force of solar heat to melt ice, snows, 
Ac. ifec. into a fluid state exactly declares the degree of the ocean mass 
to enable the astronomers lo calculate the rise of a tidal wave at 
ordinary change, lunar, or in conjunction with another planet 

Bat, again, the Jlcditerranean, which is the largest of all seas, has 
but a very small tide, almost imperceptible, and never noticed by the 
navigator. Hence, that the tidal wave in its degree of rise shall be 
calculable, it must be subject not only to be ever an elastic fluid by 
solar heat through all its mass, or to the sanie mean degree of the 
surface in elliptical action over the poles, but, also, of the same mean 
quantity through all time. 

Now, although the valuable radiation into air by the superior 
density of that function to that of ether, prevents tliat upper heaven 
carrying away all the flnid it raises by the ratio of pressure of both 
over the earth's own forces to throw them up ; bo that our useful dews 
and rains of fresh water are secured to return. Yet, again, over this 
reiujtion to cooling influences and condensing forces, that ethereal 
medium remains, and to hold that, all the force of heat (that refining 
solvent on all within its reach) does not act beyond tlie point for this 
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composition, of Iresh-fluid-receipta, would he to at once drop as we 
near the sun, the effect of his powerful rays. It is to give up univer- 
Biditj' of law utterly, and solar forces on change by approximations, 
la the use of thia pneumatic check to all from the earth being lost, bo 
that ail the earth's waters should not be in the same degree impreg- 
nated with the saline character, which the solar action first of all 
causes, proves the especial design and beneSconce for human use of 
air not only for breathing, but, also, for the reactions purgatorial for 
fresh water restoration thereby. What its weight raises in overplus 
to ether it returns. Gut as all the ocean surface is continually subject 
to be even drained of its salt through time, how is the degree of salt- 
ness kept up from all becoming fresh water, if there be no new supply 
for both the salt, as well as this fluid, from more refined gaseous 
operations, under the ethereal pressure, raising it toward the closer 
force of the solar powers of change for crystallisation and refinements? 
Have savants never thought of these points ? Both fresh water below 
and above, as well as salt, must he subject to a proportion of constant 
transmutation into more refined fluids, whether on the earth's Hurface 
or above in air. How, even, is the salt subject to chemical test other- 
wise ( 

The earth's degree of heat anywhere is that agent resisting the 
condensation to a solid at rest of any subject on its weight-ratio first 
of all ; and next to its degree of chemical cohesion in principle ; but 
both together as their holdfast unites. The degree of pressure-force 
iu tJie mass, however, tends directly to act for the loss, so hereby 
receipt and loss in time must be and would he equal ; but the cohesive 
force by chemical cohesion (under, in fact, the degree thereof by 
mognetical attraction to so cohere) resists the dispersion of heat to its 
attained ratio; hence for a time proportions between attraction to 
receive, or draw heating matter, and the weight by pressure to relieve 
it, this third master-property holds the scale over all time changes. 

This, we see by these time results on fast and loose, is subject to 
the solar supplies over ice to water, and water back to ice again, 
between the poles to the ecliptic variations ; and to the ratio of these 
experimental evidences the whole body of the earth moves, as well as 
its features, surfaceward, change to solar forces, centrifugal by light 
on the surface, and centripetal to mere mass to moss forces between 
these globes as the light is lost. Clearly, then, the sun supplies both 
the forces to the actions of the whole body of the earth. Hence, we 
trace that the crystallising operation of saltneas found by the drying of 
the seas under heat, with the support of the t^uantity of water therein, 
have the outer support by the sun, in the ratio of profit and loss, 
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and by the nngle at every second of variation in her axis. Now salt 
is never raised from salt, after drying, to be the sinie tack again, any 
more tlian water, fresh, dried off. Both turn to lighter gaaea ; so to 
require a new supply from another line of sequences. 

Hence, we get this reasonable conclusion : that the earth draws in 
the ratio of her mass supplies of matter from Ihe sun, to keep up all 
the characteristics and quantities of her requirements, as she passi's 
over his surface, to each of her parts for daily and annual variations ; 
hut has by her pressure at an equal value to give off that -weight again 
as the moon for her function needs. 

Hence, to eecure the time-check for a various value over these 
changes by these two direct equals at every moment of mass to mass in 
draft for supply to heat for loss, a third property has a claim to put 
in appearance to proportion the degree of bind and loose all through 
the system. Tliis is the magnetical force of sympathetic chemistry, 
for like to tend more forcibly to like than natural attraction can 
secure, and vary the orders over mere moss claims for use in specifics. 

But as this is foumi by the earth's equal times between these forces, 
set to the ecliptic ratio on all changes, then it must be the ruler of the 
ecliptic angle itself ; and so exactly set to work all the changes 
that the pure ellipse of a circle in times, equal, give the form of the 
orbit; and the figure given to the body becomes a pure ellipsoid 
thereto. But unless these three forces are equiU ab initio, they could 
not work a pure ellipse of form or motion to times equal through a 
justly balancing scale of any equalised medium. 80 mass = 1 for 
attraction to receipts, or, as we taught in other works, is doing our 
labour of simple addition to unite atoms to resist removal, as so much 
deail-weight, as to setf-power. Then mass = 1 as pressure to throw 
off the lighter bodies fluid by heat to their places above the ceatre ; 
and then mass ia ability for use to design factors on variations of 
decimal settings for the angle of exchanges from those normal in the 
decimal current primal ia alBo= 1, — magnetism we call it. 

The whole system of creation is of this unity, — which is subject for 
life by being a trinity in unity of three co-equals in power and value, 
but of different offices, able to vary decimally ad infinitum. The 
typal teaching ia pre-eminent above all rejection of its claims on need 
anil certainty. I give the actual difference from half to a whole force 
wliich the moon has less to the earth's attractive force for perfect rest. 

The earth's diameter by llerschell, Lynn, and my own mode of 
discovery, is 7912 miles; its mass is proportional to the cube hereof 
under 495289174528. The moon they call 2160 miles in diameter ; 
I find it by a better method 2156 miles, only four miles difference. 
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The cube of it is 1002181341G. The difference against the moon 
moving the tide without the aid of the heat-solar through the earth's 
liowels to ignore her attraction, while tho moon passes, is 
49,4220366144, or rather over 7=. A double Sabbatic nunihet to 
her loss, itself significant to the especial requirement by the moon to 
give the eclipses direct. 

That Bolar light, by heat, wdl not cause the least change over the 
earth's surface waters alone at direct forces, is proved by the fact that 
the most perfectly dead calms result in air and water, often, when he 
is in the equatorial ascendance. So, his power to aid the tidal rise is 
by a spherical circle of clmngea in the elements from below to above, 
after his raya have been drunk into tho centre. Hence the especial 
line of the rising salt waters, through the uppfr resistoiico of those 
before extant, — in the great Gulf Stream, and their great warmth. It 
brings the newly made flow of salt waters by chemical changes under 
the gRind retort force of the earth's mass pressure, to the ellipse 
between the struggling forces, new and old, — the retort over all het 
assays. 

All nature is but one nniveraol chemical assay carried on by the 
present Spirit of Jehovah its Maker, working arithmetically by 
automatical agents. 

The simple fact for the earth to be standard, that her nucleus 
could be only of that portion of the major line decimal, and auto- 
matical, will not aid the evolutionists one atom ; as if this could be 
supposed to he so gathered, naturally, by direct draft, to leave out the 
unit to be the tliird operator instead of the first, which would, on that 
ground of selection, be absurd, — yet, no other could then differ at all, 
much less all the congeries of globes become so " made and set," as to 
become together one perfect chiunometrical engine on times accurate 
to the earth's standard of day and night. The whole of the evolution- 
ists' theory is of absurdity for a class of miracle only in all occurring. 

The tidal wave rises by the moon's attraction under the aid of the 
earth's own bowel, limb, and surface changes only, and entire, as a 
T of solar matter to get up cireulationa.

All engineers know, that if a mass of matter be made in parts of 
different density for heat to act by, that wliich is most solid will resist 
the escape the most, from within or below ; but, also, resist the admis- 
siim the most from without. On this rule all locomotives ara made. 
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*8 THE earth's ecliptic ANGLE. " 

Evan a paper bnlloon haa tliis on record. 

The whole thing, however, does not rost on iiii:re degrees of lieat, 
but its use in reducing the state of Bubatanccs^ so as to make the 
lifting gases subject to the heavier outside ones, whereby those latter 
become the really lifting ones, aa they sink by gravitation to take the 
lower place. 

Hence, heat within is found to be the victor by simply turning 
weight to its own account by globule-refinings to globules less-changed 
— pump-like. Then fuel for globules must be secured. No heat is 
obtained eicept by matter to matter under change. This, therefore, 
applies to the expanding forces universal to require new fuel for ever 
from God. 

Now, we know a few facts which astronomifally exist as to the 
earth over the sun's fiery streams, and one is, that she never changes 
her j)o»e or lino of recline, which ever remains at tlie angle of her 
ecliptic, and on that her summer and winter polar variations depend 
to swing. 

To this fact her northern district of most surface land is seen for 
the most resistant to the loss of heat generated within the earth's 
bowels; and hence this pole stands, always, that thrown by this force 
(quite apparently to scientific evidence) upward to raise her head 
toward the heaven above all made. 

Although the earth never changes this pose (or if any vibration of 
liberty exists, it is only on a mean return, and very minute), she 
continues spinning round on her own axis the same, to bring the solar 
supplies to aid and vary, thereby, for all her surface changes by years 
and days and nights. And the summer and winter solstices, for this 
variety, ilepend on the continuation of this ecliptical lean to the sun 
of as- 27' absolutely. 

Hence, there must be within her own bowels a line of such 
superior carriage for the rotating power to occur, which, also, through 
these bowels remains unchanged for the grander effect in circulation. 
And the fact that it ia settled in her bowels against any outward 
changes of attraction or heat, must be patent to any engineer, the 
more that it must, thus, cause one line of rotation for the service by a 
revolution round the sun, the fountain. No other scientific idea by 
experimental law can be held for it. And by a test therein we can 
only hold law to he universal. Any one may see this law by holding 
a hat top upward, first on one side, and then in the same direction 
(but at an angle of inchnation from the perpendicular), round a table 
from side to side, how the two polar circles are affected as to receipts 
of light by a candle similarly.

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Then, the open or lo'wer part representing that more free, and open 
to receive and not reflect so much the solar streams, ■will always have 
the advantage of this force, to carry the main Bonrces of heat into her 
bowela; although the surface features do so also in a less degree. 

Hence, a cause exists for a main gut of heat supplies being conveyed 
to the earth's centre for a curved current to the angle designed for the 
ecliptic therefrom, under magnetical layings for the most rapid 
chemical changes. But this means, to carry the working thread of 
heat for rotation, must he exactly laid for it against natural pressure to 
rule, and, then, this causes, by the direct pressure perpendicularly of all 
the outer volumes, the rotation ; but at the same time these means 
tend, first of all, to throw the heavier solids, curdling in the centre by 
light, up to that northern point, and to continue to prepare its state 
as the lifted greatest resistor to the omission of heat, in escapes. 

It is well-known to astronomers, that when the Southern Hemi- 
sphere has its Bummer at perihelion the earth has sunk (hut gradually) 
by the sun's admitted great attraction aided by her own in mass to 
mass, although always the same for a straight line to a crash. S' to E' 
by diametera Here, by the previous means we have a natural recourse, 
by law universal below, for graduating the faU, varying the velocities, 
and by the reduced claim, of the ethereal medium for its own attraction 
to draw light ; also, from the sun to preserve its elasticity and mediate 
its pressure, by that degree within the aphelion position, to that of 
perihelion outside in the circle ; and we have the renewal, greater 
heat-resource to check fall altogether, and cause a reaction of the 
earth's course to rise from danger in a crash by sheer gravitation 
alone. The gravitating over all variation for the rise, being the same 
by the outer pressnre of the ethereal medium coming, also, to rule the 
greater force of heat generated by the earth's nearing her fountain of 
supply. Air, as the practical exponent, acts the same over balloons 
and birds. And so both it and ether were called firmaments and 
heavens to aid the understanding. 

The earth's rise out of danger is thna secured; and the ecliptic 
angle by any first security for it continued ; as the whole form must 
ba so first derived. As the earth rises into ether from the condensing 
depth of the ethereal medium's own pressure in its own particles 
(notwithstanding the greater refusal of the northern land-crust to 
release the bowel heats, by which the line of " Lean " is ever kept up), 
the whole of the earth's heat must decline because of less support in 
the detaining pressure of the ethereal medium, exactly as the loss of it 
afiects men at great mountain heights. 

A witness to these expectations is seen in the danger to general

ignition and melting of the earth's substances by solar heat in the 
effects at perihelion on the vast breadth and length of the Australian 
features in land, where the eon so gets advantage that the wind seta 
surface-produce on fire; and life is scarcely bearable to man, the 
cosmopolitan to cHmatos, By the earth's steadiness of this line of the 
Southern easier-receiving basin, to always rise and fall as the earth 
moves, yet to be that nearest the smi, we get this from observation, as 
of her chief line for the impregnating forces of light, although in a 
degree she receives, also, from over all her surface aid to her floral 
fructifications, 40. ic. 

Hence, if a person stood on the sun and looked upwards to the 
earth, the main multiplying line for her forces to be kept up is not 
that of gravitation direct through the earth's body.
